OOKS have often made crises. 
They have created and precipi­ 
tated public sentiment. 
They 
have called the nation to action. 
Ainon^mdb may be mentioned Thom­ 
as J’afeafs “ Common 
which 
paved the way for the Declaration of 
Independence; Harriet Beecher Rfccrwe’s 
“ Uncle Tom's Cabin," which harried 
on the antislavery struggle, and Upton 
Sinclair's “ The j(m# W ’ 
which has 
■forced governmental action against the 
>beef trust. 
Upton Sinclair looks Ilka a boy , and, 
in fact. Is a boy , being not y et twenty - 
eight y ears of age. The slight down on 
ihls cheek seems never to have known 
the touch of a razor. Thia impretwdDQ 
Is accentuated by two or thuae odor­ 
less hairs longer than 
the rest, such as 
those sometimes seen upon a woman’s 
face. Some scientist has predicted that 
when the race reaches the heights of 
real civilization men will be as beard- 
Jess as woman. There are ex amples of 
that sort ewan now. The poet idealist 
Shelley , ,*€ *> seamed set down in the 
•world out of some age far advanced, 
waR one. 
Upton Sinclair, too, Is an 
Idealist, fhmtgh a more practical and 
militant one th in was SheJley . He has 
the same d*anm that was in the poet*« 
heart, the.dream of a (render and.more 
htmiRne eTiiUaatlon in which brother­ 
hood will he a fact rather than a 
preacher's phrase. 
He looks on the 
present« « *, as did Shelley on that of a

men are only beginning the ascent of 
the hill of fame he stands on Its sum 
mlt. His success has not spoiled him 
and will not, let us hope. His Ideal 
should save him from that also. 
It 
buoy ed him up and carried him over 
the peril of being cast down by adver­ 
sity ; may it have the same buoy ant 
power in carry ing him over the greater 
peril of the inflation of prosperity . As 
long as one can forget Mmself he Is 
safe. Fame sometimes makes us too 
conscious of our own personality . The 
world cannot spare men like Upton 
Sinclair. He has too much good In him, 
too much possibility . The big head, to 
put It plainly , has wrecked too many 
y oung men that have won too soon. 
May his belief In his dream preserve 
him from the puffing up of the person­ 
al Ln the great u pheaval that Is upon 
as we need u nselfish men and women, 
such as can merge themselves in man­ 
kind, such as can lose sight of them­ 
selves in the vision of truth. Mr. Sin­ 
clair has shown that he could do this 
in the past. It will be fortu nate for 
him au d for all if su ccess shall not 
prevent him from doing It in the future. 


At Home In the Limelight. 
There is more than you thfu l Immatu ­ 
rity in the face of "The Ju ngle" au ­ 
thor, however. When the smile dies 
out a certain pu rpose and matu re 
strength takes its place. The forehead 
is broad and high, the eyes blue, steady 


and so sweeping were the denials, evi­ 
dently Inspired by the tru st, that Mr. 
Sinclair came ou t In an interview, in 
which still stronger accu sations were 
made; charges were hu rled at the pack­ 
ers by name, and he dared them to 
bring libel su its. When they failed to 
take u p the gau ntlet thu s thrown down 
the pu blic began to ru b its eyea. In 
the meantime President Roosevelt had 
read Jthe book and sent for the au thor. 
Two Investigations were set on foot, 
and Sinclair tu rned over to the investi­ 
gators all the material at hand. Sever­ 
al times Mr. Roosevelt and the au thor 
of “The Ju ngle" consu lted. Then the 
pu blic was su ddenly startled by the re­ 
port that the Beveridge bill for meat 
Inspection had been tacked on to the 
agricu ltu ral 
appropriation 
bill 
and 
crowded throu gh the senate u nder the 
threat that If It were not made a law 
the president wou ld pu blish the find­ 
ings of his investigators. Ru shing to 
New York, Sinclair began his cam­ 
paign of pu blicity, demanding that the 
president give ou t the report whatever 
was done with the Beveridge bill. At 
i last the pu blic became arou sed and 
took a hand. 
A Prodigiou s Worker. 
• 
The life of the you ng au thor has seen 
abou t as many u ps and downs as that 
of most. He was born in Baltimore. 
His parents are Virginians, and his fa-

-centu ry ago, n > a veritable Ju ngle, 
•wherein wild beasts ln hu man form 
tear each other with tooth and claw, 
and he holds a vision 
of a u eariu g time

passion mu zzled,” shall inhabit the 
■earth and direct its activities. 
Regards Life With Joyou s Ou tlook. 
Sinclair’s smile Is boyish. Despite his 
past stru ggles lie has the joyou s ou t­ 
look on life, the appreciation and the 
enthu siasm of a boy. He has met ad­ 
versity, wrestled with It, overthrown 
It, bu t the battle has left no wrinkles 
on his face and no bitterness ln his 
heart. Inju ^ti o may inspire hatred In 
him. bu t not cynicism. Over the wrong i 
he has seeu his dream of the right and 
that has kept him sweet. In defeat he 
has had the consciou sness of the power 
to win victory, au d that has kept him 
confident. 
He has dared to believe 
greatly in a cau se, ami his faith In this 
larger thing made hardship seem insig­ 
nificant 
His Ideal was bigger than any 
personality, bigger even than himself, 
and throu gh apparent failu re, throu gh 
hu nger and cold, he cou ld live in his 
'hope for the race. He tru sted ln him­ 
self becau se he tru sted ln the move­ 
ment of which he had made himself a 
part. That sort'of attitu de, that sort of 
enthu siasm, always wins sooner or 
later, and with him the victory came 
early 
Now at the time when most 


and with a certain fine effect, the no» e 
and middle face strong, the mou th and 
chin expressive. Thou gh fame came 
su ddenly, it fou nd the man not u npre­ 
pared; rather, It fou nd him so frankly 
au d openly 1 Tnself that he natu rally 
stepped into the limelight and seemed 
at home there, r'tiil there was for the 
most part a lack of the thou ght of self. 
He was very mu ch in earnest that the 
whole story of the depravity of the

lie began a pu b­ 
licity campaL u til :*wns not the work 
of a boy, bu t of a man. Day after day 
additional chapters were issu ed. If the 
people do not learn all u bou t Packlng- 
town It will not be the fau lt of Sinclair. 
When "The Ju ngle” first appeared in 
book form last Febru ary it was u n­ 
sparingly denou nced. 
The powerfu l 
beef tru st seems to control many ave­ 
nu es of pu blicity or at any rate to ha vs 
many friends, ju dging by the roasts 
given the poor "Ju ngle” and its au thor. 
Bu t it had its champions also. People 
were either very mu ch for it or very 
mu ch against it. They were not lu ke­ 
warm. 
So bitter were some of the criticism»

ther had gone to the Maryland metrop­ 
olis as some sort of a tire insu rance 
agent. The lx>y advanced rapidly in 
the pu blic schools and gradu ated early 
| from the high school. Then he took a 
i cou rse in the College of the City of 
New York, paying his way by writing 
Jokes, stories or anything that wou ld 
sell for the papers and magazines. 
When lie was only seventeen he had 
tu rned ou t a tale of the dime novel, 
"Deadeye Pick" variety. He was u l- 
ways a prodigiou s worker, writing at a 
! tearing rate, having been known to 
tu rn ou t as mu ch as 20,000 words in 
one day. Any one who knows anything 
abou t literary work will realize ju st 
how monu mental a task this Is. With 
many writers 2,000 words are consid­ 
ered a fair day’s work. You ng Sinclair 
ran at this steam engine rate while in 
school. Before he was twenty he had 
sent ou t a mass of stu ff equ al in vol­ 
u me to the writings of Si” Walter 
Scott. 
( 
After finishing at the New York col­ 
lege he took a fou r years’ postgradu ­ 
ate cou rse at Colu mbia, still doing lit­ 
erary “hack” work. It is said that he 
started on forty different cou rses and 
practically dropped them all. Finally 
at the age of twenty-two lie left school 
and decided to write the "great Ameri­ 
can novel.” Every you ng blade who 
aspired to a career in letters bas har­ 
bored that dream of writing the "great 
American novel.” It is as certain as 
the measles or the mu mps. 
Sinclair 
not oniy dreamed of it, bu t went at>ou t 
the task, tearing throu gh it at the same 
mile a minu te gait that he does most 
of his work. Finally it was done, and 
with high hopes he started to the pu b­ 
lisher. It was the old story. That par­ 
ticu lar gatekeeper of the road to liter­ 
ary eminence had no su spicion of fu ­ 
tu re “Ju ngles” wrapped u p in this 
you ng man’s consciou sness and sent 
the story back. Then the manu script 
went the rou nds. It is said that it 
made a record in the matter of rejec­ 
tions, having been passed u p more 
times than any other tale ever offered. 
All the book pu blishers iu the cou ntry 
had the privilege of “retu rning It with 
thanks.” 
Then Uie magazine editors 
got a whack at It and were qu ite as en­ 
thu siastic In rejecting it as liad been 
the book men. In the end it had scored 
the u nprecedented nu mber of thirty- 
seven refu sals. Finally it was pu blish­ 
ed, and the nu bile rejected It with a 
u nanimity greater than that of the 
pu blishers au d editors. 
Starved and Dreamed. 
In the meantime the you ng man 
was 
going throu gh a "Gru b street," hand to 
mou th existence that was probably , 
even worse than that of his "Ju ngle” 
hero, Ju rgis. To make it all worse, he 
had been married at the age of twenty- 
one to a lieau tlfu l girl named Meta H. 
Fu ller, dau ghter of some sort of 
a 
cou rt clerk in New York. All girls are 
beau tifu l iu newspaper stories, bu t this 
one was really so. Ju st how the two 
ever lived none bu t themselves will 
ever know, au d they probably try to 
forget [t. Sinclair never had any mon­ 
ey. 
Maybe it was against his princi­ 
ples. 
At any rate, he starved au d 
dreamed, then starved and dreamed 
‘ some more, and ail the time continu ed 
writing at a gallop. 
He told abou t all these stru ggles and 
the agonies, rebellions and despairs be­ 
hind them In “The Jou rnal of Arthu r 
Stirling*’—rather he took all his own 
woes and combined them with those of 
a chu m, a stru ggling you ng poet, and 
pu t the dou ble distilled qu intessence of 
both in his book. So realistic was that 
literary wail that most of the critics 
took It for a tru e Jou rnal of some lu ck­ 
less you ng “Gru b streeter.” and the 
hoax had qu ite a little ru n before the 
discovery was made that It was only 
fiction after all. Yet there was more 
tru th in the fiction than the critics 
dreamed. 
While writing one of his books Sin­ 
clair lived In a tent on an island in the 
St. Lawrence river, su bsisting on fish, 
sfhme and anything or nothing, as the 


case happened. 
Frequ ently It was 
nothing. So cold the weather grew be­ 
fore the task was done and so scarce 
was the fu el that one night the you ng 
man had to bu rn down his tent to keep 
from freezing. Sinclair was never a 
very practical you th 
In fact, he was 
so Impractical that it proved him a 
geniu s. 
The resu lt of the fish eating, tent 
bu rning trip was "Prince Hagen, a 
Phantasy," which fell abou t as flat as 
the others. It was at abou t tbis time, 
three years ago to be exact, that Upton 
Sinclair l>eeame a socialist. 
Hence­ 
forth he had a pu rpose. “The Ju ngle” 
is the resu lt. 
His First Real Success. 
Before pu blishing this, however, he 
wrote a civil war story, "Manassas,” 
which was printed in 1004. It wu s in­ 
tended to be the first of a triology, bu t 
the other two never have appeared. 
“Manassas” was a su ccess ln a small 
way, the first real one the boy au thor 
had scored. 
For two or three years he had dream­ 
ed of writing a story that wou ld ex­ 
pose the tru st» , and some of the beef 
tru st revelations tu rned his eyes in 
that direction. Going to Packingtown, 
Chicago, he lived in the midst, of scenes 
he wou ld describe, for many weeks. 
Being somewhat known as a socialist, 
the workingmen in the packing hou ses, 
most of whom are socialists, freely 
gave him the facts. 
The book was mostly written in a lit­ 
tle shanty that he had bu ilt with his 
own hands at Princeton, N. 
J. He still 
lives In that hou se, thou gh later addi­ 
tions have been made. Here he spends 
his time in 
farming, writing 
and 
dreaming of the co-operative common­ 
wealth. 
He did not write “The Ju ngle" at the 
railroad speed at which he had torn 
throu gh his other books. He was abou t 
nine months at the actu al placing of It 
on paper. He has said that so mu ch did 
he feel the story that to hold u p the pic­ 
tu re to the end almost killed him. lie 
lived that story. Others live it while ! 
reading it. 
“The Ju ngle" was first pu blished ln j 
the Appeal to Reason. Then it was of- j 
fered in book form to a New York pu b-! 
fishing hou se, who A*e:ded to take it, 
provided certain changes were made. 
Sinclair refu sed to make them. 
An­ 
other hou se got the book. The rest is 
history.

land a few years ago: 
The principal form the ou trages took 
was the destru ction of cattle belonging 
to Lord 
, and the moonlighters took 
the ingeniou s vengeance of 
eating as 
well as killing the cattle in oriler to 
deprive Lord 
of all evidence. 
After a speech in which the orator 
denou nced the moonlighters rou ndly to 
a crowd Mr. Davitt was entertained at 
dinner iu the local hotel. 
After din­ 
ner he was waited u pon by a grou p of 
stalwart you ng men, the ringleader of 
whom said: 
"That was a fine speech of you rs to­ 
day, Mr Davitt. You were a bit hard 
on the boys, bu t they have no gru dge 
agi ¡list you for it. 
I hope you made 
u good dtoiner anyway.” 
“Never ate a primer piece of beef Ip 
my life," replied the politician. 
"I’m not su rprised at that," remark­ 
ed the moonlight captain; "it was the 
best cu t off one of Lord 
’s bu l­ 
locks!” 


Chicago, Ju ne 7.—Eight little chil­ 
dren practically were thrown 
down­

MONMOUTH ANNIVERSARY 


A good story of Michael Davitt was 
revived by 
the 
Illu strated 
London 
News apropos of the pu blication of his 
book, "The Boer Fight For Freedom.” 
The story pertains to one of Davltt’s 
speeches as organizer of the Irish Land 
leagu e and ru ns as follows; 
, 
“He lashed his large au dience into a 
sort of frenzy by his strictu res u pon 
English ru le and Irish slavery. Du ring 
his most Impassioned and eloqu ent. If 
least loyal, passage he was interru pted 
by the arrival of the government short­ 
hand reporter, who dashed u p on an 
ou tside ‘Jau nting car’ accompanied by 
three members of the Irish const-abu -1 
lary with rifles and side arms fixed. 1 
The fresh arrival immediately prepared 
to take down the words that w ere, 
bu rning from the man who was at that 
time second to none, inclu ding Charles 
Stewart Parnell, as the chosen of the 
people. Davitt pau sed and gazed at hie 
new hearer, who awaited him, note­ 
book and pencil in hand, and then, 
tu rning to a mass of u ptu rned faces, 
he finished his peroration in the wild 
eloqu ence of their native langu age, and 
heaven knows what treason he emitted, ! 
for certainly the government reporter 
did not, as he gazed blankly at the 
speaker.

Harm on. June 7— Monday’s elec­ 
tion was a quiet one, only sixteen 
freemen exercising their rights. F if ­ 
teen of these voted for Judge C art­ 
wright, one dyed-in-the-wool demo­ 
crat making a cross in the square to 
the left of the blank space in the 
democratic column. 
These fifteen 
votes cost the state, counting cost of 
printing, delivering and receiving the 
ballots, pay of the judges and clerks 
and returning the ballots to the coun­ 
ty clerk, nearly four dollars each.

not wanted, the members 
of the

rests, hence the stars. 
M arshals 
heretofore have not helped matters, 
not because some of them were not 
good men, but because the 
salary 
connected with the office .was not 
sufficient to pay the right kind of 
men for their services all the time. 
Other times the marshals, instead of 
quieting disturbances, made tbem. 
Repairs for the village’s road grad­ 
er have arrived, and it is to be hoped 
that they w ill be put in place at once 
and the machine used on the roads 
south of town.
